Suez. ‘Hitches’ 


HE Suez agreement has 
- been signed at Inst—more 
than ten weeks after it was 
initfjalled in Cairo by Bri- 
tish and Egyptian represen- 
tatives. The official reason 
for the long delay in 
between the announcement 
of intention and execution 
of tho final act is given as 
a number of “small prob- 
lems” which had to be 
gottled first, But official 
reticence discreetly hid 
from ‘the public view 4 
‘number of quite formidable 
obstacles which, had they 
been revealed, would have 
aériously jeopardised the 
chhnees of the Agreement 
being signed. The Egyptians 
have proved particularly 
slippery customers in the 
Jast 10 weeks and the 
relfef we expresacd on the 
occasion of the initialling 
in July has now given way 
to doubt os ‘to whether the 
Agreement is such a good 
one after all. In principle 
tha British withdrawal 
from the Conal is a wise 
decision—for the sake of 
stability and strength in a 
region which has been 
notoriously unsetticd and 
politically disturbed in the 
post-war -yeors, if for no 
other reason. But in view 
of the outrageous demands 

o Egyptians have made 
Ince July, it is not possible 
to accept the Agreement 
with quite the same 
enthusiasm. In ‘fact, until 
the full text is published it 
would ‘be better to reserve 
Judgment.

Mr Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
United States delegate, said 
that if it were possible to ac- 
cept words in their normal 
meaning, would almost 
welcome tho proposed  {tem. 
But one could not accept words 
at thelr face value from “those 
whoee masters work from 
within the stecl walls of the 
Kremlin.” 

He said the Assembly was 
quite accustomed {o prop6sals 
of this nature which had 
usually been submitted by the 
Soviet Unton In the past.
